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Traps were again operated at Bureau field stations in States not 
covered by the regular trapping program of the Division of Japanese 
Beetle Control. In this manner, 1,684 traps were set in 20 States ex- 
clusively trapped by Divisions engaged in other work carried on by the 
Bureau, and in 13 States in which the regular trapping was supplemented 
by the intra-Bureau program. All traps operated west of the Mississippi 
River were tended by the staffs of Bureau field stations. This supple- 
mentary program disclosed the absence of Japanese beetles at the 147 
locations at which traps were set. The only non-—quarantined States not 
included in the Bureau-wide field survey were Montana, Nevada, Oklahoma, 
and South Dakota. 

There were few new developments at the isolated infestations at 
which large control programs were repeated this year. Uniform reductions 
were obtained in the sections treated in Atlanta and Zast Point, Georgia, 
and Chicago, Ill. There were nominal reductions and some slight increases 
in the carry-over infestations in In ares where 142 acres in seven cities

caught outside the treated areas in each of the two previous years. Treating 
of an additional 23 acres was necessary to take care of the escaped infesta- 
tions in St. Louis. Treating in Dansville and Newark, N. Y. was jointly 
sponsored by the local nurserymen and the municipalities concerned, with 
State and Federal cooperation. North Carolina's treating program was the 
most extensive of any carried on this year. Approximately 260 acres had 


been completed in 16 communities by the middle of December, with work 
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still in progress in two cities where an additional 60 acres were scheduled 
for treatment. Ohio also ses ated their large-scale treating program, with 
119 acres covered this fall. Rah aes ohh acres in Danville, Va. were treat— 
ed under ae and manic ipal. auspices. All treatments this fall were at the 
rate of 500 pounds of lead arsenate per acre. s in previous years, the Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant quarantine furnished the spray LruUuCKS,. LTUCK drivers, 
and a supervisor to cooperate with the State official directly in charge of 
the treating. 

Established, untreated infestations of such size or in such proximity
